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Traffic Force Too Small — 


The 14 constables and two sergeants 
assigned to traffic duties in Edmonton 
make up 4 pitifully inadequate group to 
deal with a situation in which traffic ac- 
cidenta increased by 600 in a year end in 
which traffic fines increased by more than 
650 per cent in the same period, 

There were 2,077 traffic accidents, 
which 393 persons were injured, in 1860. 
There were 2,421 accidents, in which 328 
persons were ‘injured, in 1949, 

This indicates a tremendously increas- 
ing volume of traffic. 

To expect 16 men, however capable, to 
deal with it is to impose a totally im- 
possible task upon them, 

The entire police force ia inadequate. 
A force of 111 constables in a city of 
160,000 people is criminally absurd, 

But the outstanding deficiency is in 
the traffic department, 

Even if Famonton had a well-organ- 
ized traffic system and a tradition of traf- 
fic law observance, this force of 14 con- 
stables and two sergeants would still be 
grossly insufficient.

Jnited States officials are having a taste 
of the problem with “conscientious objec- 
tors” experienced by Canadian army 
authorities in the last war, 

Groups of Hutterites, now moved into 
the United States, flatly refuse to serve

Individually and personally, the Hut- 
terites in Canada are highly respected as 
decent, sober, hard-working and law-abid- 
ing persons. But they are not generally re- 
garded as desirable citizens bec use of 
their insistence upon isolating themselves 
in their own colonies and refusing to enter 
into the general life of Canada. 

And now again the old canker of mili- 
tary service is injecting itself into the 
situation as, sooner or later, it will likely 
do in Canada,

But the weakness in the position of all 
conscientious objectors is that all peoples

Canada has been ¢ xtraordinarily good 
to most of these people wiiose religious be- 
liefs prohibit them fron engaging in mili- 
tary activities, This couniry bas permitted 
them to maintain their own customs and 
live in their own way although this isola- 
tion is not good for the social life of Can- 
ada. 

The actual loss in military power 
through the abstention of Hutterites and 
others is not considerable. The number of 
conscientious objectors in Canada in the 
last war was less than 5,000, 

But their attitude in this respect seri- 
ously lowers the morale of the country 
because mothers and fathers who must 
loan their sons and daughters to the serv- 
ices feel, strongly and rightly, that a call 
to national service should be a call to 


everyone. The discrimination breeds re- 
sentment, discontent and national dis- 
unity. 


If we should ever come to the point in 
Canada where compulsory national serv- 
ice is again a necessity, it is to be hoped 
that Ottawa will be somewhat more force- 
ful in emphasizing the need of a just na- 
tional service absolutely without excep- 
tions than it was in the war of 1939.
